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EXPLORING HUMAN RIGHTS 


INTRODUCTION 


There has long been a felt need for a Canadian 
bibliography of materials dealing with race relations 
and intergroup relations, and setting out practical 
classroom and school activities rather than 
restatements of the problem. Over four years on a 
sporadic basis the author has read, assembled and 
evaluated many titles and the following list is the 
distillation of this verrort, it. scemecmimporcanG.cO 
include background reading, such as research articles, 
the significant United Nations book on Racial 
Discrimination, and works representing the voices of 
minority citizens such as Emma La Roque's "Defeathering 
the Indian". This list is far from an exhaustive and 
systematic search, and represents rather a personal 
approach to the selection of suseful and chaldenging 
material. All titles listed are of a high quality and 
contribute to an understanding of a very sensitive area 


in human relations. 


In the "Classroom Activities" section there has been no 
attempt to divide the material according to the 
age-level of students since there are very few titles 
to choose from. Teachers may read and adapt the 
materials, since most of the ideas are universally
